SPRINKLING LAWNS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.— 


There is no hard and fast rule to be 
followed in connection with mowing 
the lawn, but clipping twice a week 
is not apt to injure it, and will Induce 
the formation of a good turf, accord- 
ing to the lawn speclalsits of the U. 
S. department of agriculture. 
Too 


frequent clipping, however. Is a drain 
on the vitality of the grass, and fre- 
quently results in permanent injury. 


There is some difference of opinion 


as to whether clippings should be re- 
moved during wet weather, -Since if 
left to lie on the surface they are 
conducive t# the growth of molds, 
which in turn produce injury to the 
turf. On new seedings, however, or 
where the grass is thin, clippings can 
'requently be allowed to remain with 
benefit. 


New seedings should not be clipped 


closely, and during the hot weather 
if midsummer and early 
fall 
the 


mower should be set high for old and 
new grass alike. The roller should 


used discreetly. 
New grass is 


requently benefited by a light rolling 
after the first cutting. Old sod should 
be rolled in the spring to firm the sur- 
ace that has been loosened by freez- 
ing and thawing, but 
during mid- 


season It is very doubtful If the lawn

Planting Trees by Machinery, 


A tree-planting tool has been de- 


signed by which the hole is dug, the 
little tree inserted, and the earth 
packed around the roots in one 
operation. 
The implement consists 


of a bar with a cross-arm at the top 
and three blades of spring steel at 
the bottom somewhat on the principle 
of the post digger, and having a lever 
near the lower end. The lever la 
pressed with the foot, the tree In- 
serted, and the tool Is then thrust 
forcibly into the ground 


A lever at the top of the handle ' 


IS then twisted to open the blades, and ' 
the implement Is screwed around In { 
the hole until the soil Is pulverized ; 
The planter is then withdrawn, leav- 
ing the cultivated earth packed around ' 
the roots of the plant

Paris in its lighter 
moods perhaps approaches the frivol- 
ous, but now wbat was a mask is off 
and one sees the solemn and perhaps 
severe intention of these men, women 
and children of the republic. The real 
seriousness of the nature of Paris— 
and Paris is typical of France—Is in 
evidence before the Jury of the world. 


Paris, colorful Paris, today is robed 


in black. The setting of all the street 
scenes is somber. The footlights are 
turned low. Paris works, goes about 
its daily routine as if its strong men 
still were within its borders, and it 
does it apparently with as high a 
heart as it carried in the day of peace.

Another thug Paris does, a thing al- 


most unknown In England and Amer- 
ica. When the colors of a regiment 
pass the onlooklng throng, the head 
of every man and boy is bared, and 
every man and chlldjdoes honor to the 
flag. Soldiers of'all lands salute the 
passing colors, and in Germany, in 
Austria, and in Russia I understand 
that the civilians do likewise. France, 
however, I believe leads the world in 
civilian honor to the emblems of gov- 
ernment and its regiments. 


Paris has been visited on several oc- 


casions by the aeroplanes and Zeppe- 
lins of its present enemy country. 
The Parisian has. taken these calls 
with a certain appearance of indiffer- 
ence 
which 
seemingly 
at times 


amounts to a high disdain. Actually, 
I believe from what I have seen on 
the streets here, the Parisian is rath- 
er disappointed when an alarm of the 
approach of hostile aircraft turns out 
to be false. 


Watch for Aeroplanes. 


It is interesting to an intense degree 


to watch the evening protnenaders 
view the skies. A light is seen far off 
toward the horizon line. It approaches 
rapidly and speculation immediately 
begins'as to whether or not the on- 
comer is friend or foe. In a minute 
or less the whir of the machinery of 
the airship is heard and the Parisian 
whose eyes have not been vigilant 
gets the news by way of his ears, and 
then every face in the Grande Boule- 
vard is upturned. 


Last night two aeroplanes whirled 


directly over the heart of the city. 
They were flying low, and Paris was 
quite certain that some German taubes 
were coming to call. 
The visitors, 


however, proved to be French airships 
-which had varied from their usual lines 
of air march and were bisecting the

plane*. The ship had come lower than

as youths of nineteen, they entered 
their country's lervlce.

There are many guardian aer- 


oplanes in Paris and about it. I am 
convinced that the Parisians today 
feel certain that their air defense is 
perfect, and that if a fleet of enemy 
ships should come sailing over, on de- 
struction bent, it would be routed if 
not destroyed. I also have a feeling 
that Paris would like to witness just 
such an engagement 
It is apparent 


unless signs and symptoms are utter- 
ly deceiving, that Paris looks up night- 
ly not through fear but through a sort 
of hopeful expectation. 


Last night after the friendly aero- 


planes had cut the city in two several 
times, they retired seemingly for the 
night. Nearly all Paris goes to bed 
very early these days. I first fell Into 
thin Parisian custom last night. I had 
not gone to sleep, however, before * 
tremendous whirring made me leave 
bed for floor and make rapid progress 
to the window. 


Parl* I* Ever Alert 


An airship with a brilliant search- 


light was churning madly about lust 
above the roof on the opposite side 
of the narrow street. Quick as I was 
in getting to the window, the Parisians, 
men, women and children who live In 
the many apartments In the seven- 
story buildings opposite, were at their 
windows before I reached my outlook 
post. Paris is alert, and while it goes 
to bed early and goes to sleep, I sup- 
pose quickly, it ha* an ear open (or

The aeroplane, which waa Ju«t over

I came to Paris direct from London. 


Friends In America and In England 
had laid that the passage of the chan- 
nel was dangerous. I had been told 
on leaving the United States that 
there wa* a good chance the ship of 
passage would be sunk by a submarine 
before Liverpool wa* sighted. 


No Enemy In Sight. 


There 
wu 
more perturbation 


among the friends <ft the passenger* 
on shore than there wa* among the 
passengers. The boat which brought 
me to Boulogne from Folkestone went 
at a terrific pace. The channel pas- 
sage almost always 1* disagreeable, 
but on the day that 1 came over it 
wa* the reverse of disagreeable, and 
as far a* the eye could determine, }t 
was the reverse of dangerous, but the 
eye cannot see into the depths. 


At any rate, no vessel was seen 


which sails under, on, or over the seas 
and which would have been bent on 
the destruction of a boat flying the 
English flag and carrying some sol- 
diers among its passengers. 
One 


could hardly get a thrill from thinking 
of danger on such a beautiful day. 
The channel was almost glassy in its 
look. One channel boat has made one 
passage at least on which no traveler 
had so much as a hint of seasickness. 


Boulogne today is held largely by 


the British. It is a hospital base for 
the English wounded. Last year, just 
as the war was breaking out, the, 
French people of Boulogne were fear- 
ful that England would content itself, 
with fighting on the sea and would 
not send troops to help France. There 
was great anxiety in Boulogne, &ni 
there was whispering that the English 
government would not do its utmost, 
and that its soldiers were to stay at 
home. Then one morning a change 
came over Boulogne. English trans- 
ports bearing troops were seen com- 
ing out of the channel haze. Boulogne, 
fisherfolk and merchant folk, went 
mad with joy. "Les Anglalse!" was 
the cry. It is probable that soldiers 
never In the world before, except when 
relieving some Beleaguered city, had 
so warm a welcome.

From Boulogne to Paris the railroad 


runs south and southeast. A part of 
the road runs through country which 
the Germans penetrated last August 
There are a few traces only of their 
temporary occupation. 
The French 


themselves, however, in order to Im- 
pede the foe, had destroyed some 
bridges, and these today are only just 
about again ready for use. The train 
in which I traveled passed through 
Amiens, where it was within consid- 
erably less than thirty miles of the 
present firing line, peronne, which is 
only a little way over plain and hill 
from Amiens, is today in possession of 
the German forces, A few hours after 
I had left Amiens a German aeroplane 
sailed over the place and dropped 
bombs. 


All along the line from Boulogne to 


Paris one sees soldiers. There are 
engineer troops and others engaged in 
the work of railroad guarding, and in 
some cases of railroad maintenance. 
It is a constant moving picture of war- 
time color. la the fields of France the 
women, the children and the old men 
are at the nurture of the crops. Their 
task is just as vital to the well-being 
of any country as is the hard duty of 
the men at the front. 


Into Paris I come at dusk. Many 


of the street lamps are out, the shades 
'are drawn at the windows and the 
great French capital Is shrouded and 
almost silent. War even today is not 


i far removed from the city's walls.

To make cement for stopping leaks 


and holes in iron pipe, etc., secure- 
about two pounds of iron shavings or 
borings from a .foundry;

Mix with water 
to a paste and use at once, as it hard- 
ens very fast. This will resist heat 
and water and will be found useful 
for many purposes.

It has lightened the 
sadness which, more actual than the 
imprint of pain, though much more 
elusive, linger* in the faces of the 
men who are learning here how to be-

The object of the work is to teach 


every blind soldier a trade by which 
he may expect to earn bis living and 
to introduce htm at the nine time to 
the Braille system of reading and 
writing 
Blind instructors have been 


engaged in every instance. These men 
are among the most capable workers 
in the country, and their energy and 
enthusiasm are an Immediate Incen- 
tive to effort 
The knowledge that

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.— 


There is no hard and fast rule to be 
followed hi connection with mowing 
the lawn, but clipping twice a week 
is not apt to injure it, and will Induce 
the formation of a good turf, accord- 
Ing to the lawn speclalsits of the U. 
S. department of agriculture. 
Too 


frequent clipping, however. Is a drain 
on the vitality ot the grass, and fre- 
quently results hi permanent injury. 


There is some difference of opinion 


as to whether clippings should be re- 
moved during wet weather, -Since if 
left to lie on the surface they are 
conducive t# the growth ot molds, 
which in turn produce injury to the 
turf. On new seedings, however, or 
where the grass IB thin, clippings can 
'requently be allowed to remain with 
benefit. 


New seedings should not be clipped 


closely, and during the hot weather 
of midsummer and early 
fall 
the 


mower should be set high for old and 
new grass alike. The roller should 


used discreetly. New grass 
la 


requently benefited by a light rolling 
after the first cutting. Old sod should 
be rolled In the spring to firm the sur- 
ace that has been loosened by freez- 
ing and thawing, but 
during mid- 


season It is very doubtful if the lawn 
should be rolled even lightly, espec- 
ially where the soil is of a heavy na- 
ture. .

Paris in its lighter 
moods perhaps approaches the frivol- 
ous, but now what was a mask is off 
and one sees the solemn and perhaps 
severe intention of these men, women 
and children of the republic. The real 
seriousness of the nature of Paris— 
and Paris is typical of France—is In 
evidence before the Jury of the world. 


Paris, colorful Paris, today is robed 


in black. The setting of all the street 
scenes is somber. The footlights are 
turned low. Paris works, goes about 
its dally routine as if its strong men 
still were within its borders, and It 
does it apparently with as high a 
heart as it carried in the day of peace. 


Sits in Semldarkness. 


Like London, Paris sits at night in 


semidarkness 
The army of France 


guards the frontier and tbe inner line 
to which its foes have pierced. Paris 
itself is guarded by its reserves of 


the line of march. But in England the 
troops pass through lilies of seemingly 
apathetic onlookers, giving no cheer 
and on inspiriting or commending 
word. Of course, Englishmen feel, but 
they do not show their feelings. In 
Paris, how different it Is! 
Today, 


with the shadow of war over it, Paris,

Soldiers of'all lands salute the 
passing colors, and in Germany, in 
Austria, and in Russia I understand 
that the civilians do likewise. France, 
however, I believe leads the world in 
civilian honor to the emblems of gov- 
eminent and its regiments. 


Paris has been visited on several oc- 


casions by the aeroplanes and Zeppe- 
lins of its present enemy country. 
The Parisian has. taken these calls 
with a certain appearance of indiffer- 
ence 
which 
seemingly 
at times 


amounts to a high disdain. Actually, 
I believe from what I have seen on 
the streets here, the Parisian is rath- 
er disappointed when an alarm of the 
approach of hostile aircraft turns out 
to be false. 


vyatch for Aeroplanes, 


It is interesting to an intense degree 


:o watch the evening pfomenaders 
view the skies. A light is seen far off 
toward the horizon line. It approaches 
rapidly and speculation immediately 
begins'as to whether or not the on- 
comer is friend or foe. In a minute 
or less the whir of the machinery of 
he airship is heard and the Parisian 
whose eyes have not been vigilant 
gets the news by way of his ears, and 
hen every face in the Grande Boule- 
ard is upturned.

Boulogne today is held largely by

Last year, just 
as the war was breaking out, the, 
French people of Boulogne were fear- 
ful that England would content itself, 
with fighting on the sea and would 
not send troops to help France. There 
was great anxiety in Boulogne, &ni 
there was whispering that the English 
government would not do its utmost, 
and that Its soldiers were to stay at 
home.

The place chosen fo 
the marching by of the troops was th 
Esplanade des Invalldes, the grea 
parklike plain outlying the huge strue 
ture of the Invalides built by Louis le 
Grand as a home for the aged and the 
permanently disabled soldiers of his 
monarchy. Since that day France has 
been a monarchy, empire and repub- 
lic, but the Invalides still stands an< 
still shelters the defenders of tile 
land. 


There were many thousands of the 


guards of Paris in the review. The 
younger men are all at the front, but 
these men of the home guard hate 
not passed the years of hard service, 
even if time has touched their hair 
with white 
They are sturdy-looking 


soldiers, and many of them show in 
the erectness of their carriage and 
their peculiar and unmistakably mili- 
tary stride, that they have not for- 
gotten the training. In camp or in field, 
in France, Algeria or Morocco, when, 
as youths of nineteen, they entered 
their country's service. 


Proud of It* Defender*. 


The Parisian I* proud of nis defend- 


ers. 
It would be nearer the truth 


today perhaps to say that the Parl*- 
lenne is proud of her defenders, for 
Paris today largely is a city of wom- 
en, although one must not forget the 
children. In England soldiers march 
through the Strand and down1 through 
Piccadilly on their everlasting way to 
Tlpperary, for so the bands proclaim 


ence. 
There are many guardian aer- 


oplanes in Paris and about it. I am 
convinced that the Parisians today 
feel certain that their air defense is 
perfect, and that If a fleet of enemy 
ships should come sailing over, on de- 
struction bent, it would be routed if 
not destroyed. I also have a feeling 
that Paris would like to witness just 
such an engagement 
It is apparent 


unless signs and symptoms are utter- 
ly deceiving, that Paris looks up night- 
ly not through fear but through a sort 
of hopeful expectation. 


Last night after the friendly aero- 


planes had cut the city in two several 
times, they retired seemingly for the 
night. Nearly all Paris goes to bed 
very early these days. I first fell into 
this Parisian custom last night. I had 
not gone to sleep, however, before a 
tremendous whirring made me leave 
bed for floor and make rapid progress 
to the window. 


Parlt It Ever Alert 


An airship with a brilliant search- 


Ight was churning madly about just 
above the roof on the opposite side 
of tbe narrow street. Quick as I was 
n getting to the window, the Parisians, 
men, women and children who live In 
he many apartments In the seven- 
tory buildings opposite, were at their 
windows before I reached my outlook 
post Paris Is alert, and while it foes 
o bed early and goes to sleep, I sup- 


quickly. It has an ear open for 


ky sounds and it obeys Instantly the 
rst noisy summons. 
The aeroplane, which waa just over 
« roof last night, was a friendly one. 
to searchlight was brilliant. Its con- 
centrated rays picking out every speck 
In the atmosphere as they swept rap- 


never In the world before, except when 
relieving some Beleaguered city, had 
so warm a welcome. 


See Soldiers Everywhere. 


From Boulogne to Paris the railroad 


runs south and southeast. A part of 
the road runs through country which 
the Germans penetrated last August 
There are a few traces only of their 
temporary occupation. 
The French 


themselves, however, in order to Im- 
pede the foe, had destroyed some 
bridges, and these today are only just 
about again ready for use. The train 
in which I traveled passed through 
Amiens, where it was within consid- 
erably less than thirty miles of the 
present firing line. Peronne, which is 
only a little way over plain and hill 
from Amiens, is today in possession of 
the German forces. A few hours after 
I had left Amiens a German aeroplane 
sailed over the place and dropped 
bombs. 


All along the line from Boulogne to 


Paris one sees soldiers. There are 
engineer troops and others engaged in 
the work of railroad guarding, and in 
some cases of railroad maintenance. 
It is a constant moving picture of war- 
time color. In the fields of France the 
women, the children and the old men 
are at tbe nurture of the crops. Their 
task is just as vital to the well-being 
of any country as is the hard duty of 
the men at the front 


Into Paris I come at dusk. Many 


of the street lamps are out, the shades 
are drawn at the windows and the 
great French capital is shrouded and 
almost silent. War even today is not 
far removed from the city's walls. 


Trick of Cuckoo and Cowblrd.

can cowbird, leaves its single egg itt 
the nests of birds much smaller than 
Itself, like the hedge sparrow, the pied 
wagtail and the meadow pipit. When 
the young cuckoo—a veritable giant 
in comparison with its nestmates—is.

London—Help for the blind by the 


blind is the working principle of the 
institution opened by the Blinded Sol- 
diers' and Sailors' Care committee at 
St Dunstan's, Regent Park. That prin- 
ciple In its application has made St 
Dunstan's one of the most interesting 
places in London. It has lightened the 
sadness which, more actual than the 
Imprint of pain, though much more 
elusive, lingers in the faces ot the 
men who are learning here how to be- 
gin Ufe once more at the beginning 
and to discount misfortune and de- 
feat memory by new achievements 


The object of the work is to teach 


every blind soldier a trade by which 
he may expect to earn his Jiving and 
to introduce htm at the same time to 
the Braille system of reading and 
writing 
Blind instructors have been 


engaged In every instance. These men 
are among the most capable workers 
in the country, and their energy and 
enthusiasm are an Immediate Incen- 
tive to effort 
The knowledge that 


other men have "made good" In spite 
of their blindness is therefore the first 
esBon which the blind soldier re- 
ceives There is generally in his char- 
acter a quality of determination which, 
thus aroused, may be counted upon to 
achieve success
